enc(‘ .Monitor. Wimt wtis llie occtision 
wtilcli iirodticed all tliis early morning 
oxcitemetil? Surely no call to liattle 
or no signal to go over llie top, lie- 
ctiiise tlie actual liorroi-s of the world 
war never exteiidod into tills slts'i'y 
corner of soiitli-central France; iino 
th(‘ .\merlcan regiment quartered liere- 
aliouts was merely passing throiigli 
llie liist stages of Its preliminary 
tniininc prior to its triiiinplnint mo¬ 
ment of action upon the lieiglits of 
the .Meuse, wliicli occurred during the 
'ast days rtf the war. 

It was tlie one hundred and sixth 
anniversary of the liirth of the great 
Lafayette, and the regimental liand of 
Col. .Artliur .S. Conklin’s Three Iluii- 
■tred and Third heavy field artillery 
regiment liad tieen Invited to share 
witli a few .American army officers 
the honor of repre.sentlng tlie Amer¬ 
ican exiioditionary forces—yes. tlie 
United States of America—at ttie 
birthplace and the early borne of tlie 
great hero who aiiie(l so imich in the 
work of winning it.s independence as 
■ nation. Tlie last bandsman had re¬ 
turned from tlie early breakfast served 
In the village square of Aiihlere, and 
with Ills instrument had joined the 
crowd already climbing into tlie huge 
<rmy motor trucks drawn up before ^ 
the band's billet. 

.As the first rays of tlie dawn np- 
penred, and the procession of .Aiiliiere's 
peasants commenc(“d from tlie crooked 
alleyways of llie town to tlie surround¬ 
ing ftelds ami ylneyards, tlie (nicks 
moved out of the village and over the 
hill toward f'lermoiit. 

.After the brief ride tlirmigh the 
thorougtifarcs of the city of Cleruiont- 
Ferrnnd. whicli was just awakening 
to tile day's activiflf^. tlie bandsmen 
arrived at tlie commodious railway 
station wticri' specially nsierved cars 
on tlie niorulng train soiilh awaited 
tliem. .After the sun was up tlie train 
amidt'd out of Clennont and was soon 
making Its way leisurely through the 
colorful Auvergne country. 

The Setting Supreme. 

Tlie day proved to he [icrfect, warm, 
and clear; the views from llie car 
windows were entrancing, ami tiie 
"mndenioiselle.s” tending the gates at 
each cros.sing waved their greetings 
to the groups of young Yankee sol¬ 
diers which filled tlie windows of each 
compartment In the train. Tlie land- 
seape was dotted here and tliere with 
the idctiiresqiie red-roofed villages, 
from the center of wliicti rose tlie 
gray stone church towers; the cotin- 
tryslih* seeniiMl to be an itnineiise vine¬ 
yard filled with endless acres of 
grapevint's; and tlie mountain [xmks, 
now extinct volcanoes, stood out in 
bold relief against the cli'ar tiliie sky 
like sentinels, Occaslonall.v an old 
castle ruin frownml upon the travelers 
from some ovcrliangiiig cliff or neigh¬ 
boring hillsiiie. 

.After a ride of three hours, the 
trwin passed into the department of 
Haute l.oire ami made a slinrl stop at 
Rrlonde. wtieri* many gayly-dri'ssed 
country folk with their lunch liaskets 
hoarded ilie cars. .A few moments 
later, tlic train reticiied tlie little vil¬ 
lage of I’aiilliaguet, wliere llie order 
sounded to detrain. After much hur¬ 
rying and s>curryiiig nlioiit at the little 
way-station, many veliicl(*s of every 
sort and de.scription were [m-ps .;(.,1 into 
si»rvice for the transportation of the 
men to tlieir destination. Some roile 
In autos, some In carriages, and a 
bass tiilia iilayer with his immense In¬ 
strument was oh:lg(*d to ride on the 
front seat of an oiitlandl.eh coiqie. by 
tlie side of tile driver.

Fine Ride to Old Castle. 

.And what a ride it was! what su- 
perh scenery and glorlnii.s country, 
plctiire.sque. mountainous! It seemed 
difficult to believe tliat a land of such j 
overwhelming beauty in summer could 


in winter Ik* tniiisfonned Into n wild, 
lileak region known as tlie .stitierla of 
France, it was a gri'iit day for the 
young .Aim-ricans; a most deliglitful 
diversion from tlie daily routine in 
.Aiiliiere, miircliing drills and drills in 
tile iincoiiifortalile gas masks, tiand ri'- 
hcarsals, parades’, and reviews, nnd 
evening tiuiul concerts In tlie town 
.siiiia re. 

Tile Chateau de Cliavagnnc Lafay¬ 
ette stands uiion ilie crest of a lofty 
eniinence coimnainling a ningnitlcent 
view of tlie tieaiillful .Auvergne coun¬ 
try: iiiilcs nnd miles of verdant fields 
nnd woods stretched far away to a 
distant horizon flanked witli long 
rango.s of majestic hills nnd moun¬ 
tains. The grounds of tlie chateau 
are spaclou.’* and attractive, and tlie 
little village o' Cliaviignac adjoins the 
estate on one s-iiie, while tJie other 
tliree sides are oixm to Hie distant 
view. Tile old castle Itself, flanked 
on two sides with large round towers, 
presents a strikingly raislievnl np- 
p«»araiice: long rows of French win¬ 
dows are built across the upper por¬ 
tion of the front of the building, and 
large portholes are seen on each side 
of tlie small main doorway. 

Tlie cn.stle was tniilt in the fonr- 
teentti century, burned in 1701 nnd re¬ 
built, as nearly like the original as 
possllile, before Lafayette's birth, on 
September 0, 1757. The family rec¬ 
ords date hack to the year lOOO, when 
“a certalu man by the name of Motler 
acquired an est.'ite called Villa F’nya, 
nnd thereafter he liccnme known as 
Motler de In Fayette,” according to 
Marltm Foote CTow In her biography 
of Lafayette. 

Tlie great hero Is a direct descend¬ 
ant of Rons .Motler and tlie notde 
.Alix Rriin de Cliaitipetleres who were 
marrlisl in iL’dO. anil according to the 
old parish register In (’hav.-ignac 
Lafayette’s full name was .Monss’lg- 
neur Marie - .Toscidi - I’aiil-Y'ves-Itoch- 
Cilticrt Inmiotier de I.afayette. Here, 
In l(iis grim old castle, tlic Maniuls 
de I.afayette sji.-nt the first 11 vc,ars 
of Ids life; anil in later years tlie tie- 
ro returned to tils tdrtiiplace iifti’r his 
trlimqdiant cari-cr in America and 
lived ticre for a time willi Ids family. 
Me institiiti’il various kinds of ri’forins 
on bis estate nnd in tlie villages ad¬ 
joining; nnd all of tlie work for tlie 
peopli’ of his native town was for 
tlieir liettenncnt. tlieir erillghtcnfiient, 
nnd emancipation. Tlie iieasnntry 
were greatly attached to him. 

Tlie later years of Lafayette were 
spent at ids wife’s estate. La (Irnnge, 
40 miles east of Paris. 

Tile latter pnrt of the fomioon of 
this anniversary day in lt»lS was 
spent In iooking over tlie estate nnd 
neigtiliorlng village. Tlie liandsmen 
were condiictecl tliroiigti the clinteaii. 
saw Lafayette's own riKtm nnd what 
few relics are to tie seen, including 
a peculiar looking article of furniture 
deslgnat('(l as tils hatlitub. .Many of 
tlie .American tio.vs wandered through 
tile quaint, picturesque village, visited 
the veneralde [larisli cimrch and pur¬ 
chased heautlfiil lace work made by 
the women of the town to send borne 
to their friends. 

Crowds of French (teople arrived 
on the scene with tlieir liitiches. mak¬ 
ing tlie affair an out-of-door picnic, 
ns Is their usual custom. At noon a 
sumptuous dinner was sorvivl to tlie 
bandsmen in the chateau Itself, and 
In tlie afternooii ttie celetiraTion took 
place on the hroudly-sweeping lawn 
in front. 

It was a brilliant scene. The tmnd 
rendered a s[)lendld concert, and Its 
lender, Artliur .Stieplieril. was jirescnt- 
ed with a tioiKpiet. In reply to the 
presentation siieech .Mr. Shepherd 
tliaiikcd tile donors and ex[)ress,.(| t(ie 
honor wlilcli tie and tils men felt at 
tieing present at siicli an event. .Many 
dietingiilslied pi.-oide, Incimling French 
and .American army olticers, «-cre I 
tliere. I.ater in llie day ttie h.'inds- 
tneii wen* conveyed l.acl; to Dniil- 
ragiict, vtliere tliey tioanlcd ttie train 
ns tile sun was setting over tint hills, 
ami rcactie*! .Atililere late In Itie eve- i 
nlng wliti tile l(eaiillful day a never-to | 
bu-forgotten memory.

Great Storm Sighted. 

Larly In Septeiuher a hurrieane, 
destined to devastate a wide area hor¬ 
dering tile (bllf of .Mexico, reared Its 
hend like a great monster a thousand 
miles to the southeast of the rniteil 
States, among the Islands of the (’ar- 
lliliean. A- to what gave It hirih not 
even the scientist knows.
